Dot and Dimple, 

Florence and I were twins. On 
our fifth birthday, Joana, one of 
the housemaids, coal-black, fat and 
devoted to “Misfciss” and her chil¬ 
dren, and whom we loved with an 
equal affection, became the proud 
mother Of twins of her own.

We fully realized the 
responsibility that rested upon us. 
Joann would accept and be proud 
of our choice, whatever it might 
be, but no thought was given to 
Joana or her preferences. This 
matter involved a solemn duty, 
and was not to be lightly consider¬ 
ed. 

Silent, hand iu hand, we repair¬ 
ed to the nursery for earnest re¬ 
search and deliberation. All our 
Story books were gathered, like¬ 
wise Scripture text cards, spellers, 
everything that promised sugges¬ 
tion, for the naming of our babies. 
It was mutually understood that 
no commonplace names should 
have consideration. There Was to 
be no hasty decision. 

Our faces grew long, and accus¬ 
tomed sports and pleasures amus¬ 
ed ns not. Two days passed, and 
the twins were nameless still. 

Mother had familiarized us with 
many names by reading aloud to 
us, but Crusoe nor Friday, Sarah, 
Ruth or Naomi, Abraham nor Tim¬ 
othy, nay* not ovon Aladdin nor 
Shoherazade, met our views. ( 

On the evening of the second day 
of our deliberations, as We lay, si¬ 
lent for a long while, ou our little 
adjoining beds, Florence suddenly 
roused me— “Brother, we’vo forgot¬ 
ten, the Philadelphia ‘JntwirerI’ ” 

The Inquirer in those far away 
days was a household institution 
in our home, aud mother weekly 
read to us the children’s column. 
There were stories there, and wo 
set to recalling them. Memory re¬ 
vived many, and wo raked them 
over. One of the earliest wo could 
recall was of two pot squirrels, 
Dot and Dimple. Should we con¬ 
fer these upon our twins? Cogita¬ 
tion and discussion brought us to 
slumber land, and tlio little dar¬ 
kies passed another night unnam¬ 
ed. 

Morning found us undecided, 


and, finally, hopeless of anything 
to please us more, and longing for 
the uplifting of our harden, Dot 
and Dimple were accepted. The 
mother, duly informed, pronounc¬ 
ed the names as “dez zacly suited 
to ’em.” 

Under the present changed con 
ditions of society it is now almost 
Impossible to realize the spirit of 
love and companionship that grew 
between jthe little white twins, 
young mistress and young mas 
ter, and the twins of darker hue.

Absence at school served but to 
deepen and strengthen this affec¬ 
tion, and never a letter was writ¬ 
ten to mother but contained a 
message for Dot and Dimple, and 
never one received from home but 
brought “love to Miss Flo aud 
Marse Will.” 

The fateful year 1861 dawned, 
aud the manhood and youth of the 
South was arming. I was then 
twenty years old and Dot fifteen. 
When my company went into 
camp of instruction, mother wish¬ 
ed me to take a man servant, but 
Dot and I would consider no one 
but Dot. “ Whar Marse Will goes, 
I’m gwine,” and in this dictum he 
had hearty support. Finally a 
compromise was reached, and 
John, a trusted man of thirty was 
taken “to look after you and Dot, 
too,” as mother put it. 

Our borne was in the country, 
and mother moved to the neigh¬ 
boring city, as all the white men, 
save the overseers, were in the 
army, and the towns were deemed 
a more desirable place of residence 
at that period. 

During all the dark aud bloody 
years that ensued, Dot followed 
my fortunes with a devotion that 
no danger could appall, no hard¬ 
ship weaken. While the battle of 
Franklin raged and I lay, shot 
through the chest, among wound¬ 
ed, dead and dying comrades, con¬ 
sumed with a hot and killing 
thirst, while shot and shell swept 
the bloody field iu hissing fury 
Dot found me. Heedless of death 
he followed close when we made 
tne assault, and while our men 
were falling by scores and bullets 
whizzed as thick as swarming 
bees, Dot passed unscathed 
through the tempest and gave me 
from his battered canteen the cool 
and precious draught that assuag¬ 
ed my burning thirst. 

All through that dreadful night 
he sat with my head resting upon 
his breast, aud when morning aud 
the surgeon came, he was still wip¬ 
ing the blood aud filth from my 
eyes and wetting my wounds with 
a torn handkerchief, steeped with 
water from his canteen. 

When Sherman, without notice 
to women, children and noncoin- 
batants, shelled the city, mother 
and her household fled to the 
woods, as did all who could get 
away. As the carriage passed

Au easy example will make 
this clear, says Harper’s Magazine. 
Our Americun word “carryall” for a 
kind of vehicle is not a compound of 
“carry” aud “all,” but a slight distor¬ 
tion of the French “carriole,” a dimin¬ 
utive car. The change was made in 
obedience to the universal tendency to 
assimilate tho unknown to the known, 
to make words mean something by as¬ 
sociating them with others which they 
resemble in sound. Often there is no 
etymological relation between the 
Words associated, as when sparrow 
grass Is made out of asparagus. This 
particular corruption was once in such 
good colloquial use that Walker, the 


lexicographer, wrote, “Sparrowgrass Is 
along the shell-swept streets, the! e0 general that asparagus has an air
